But, if the election of last Friday shall 
not be held to have been null and void,— 
that is, not w legal election,—it is entirely 
pro that it can be’ shown that a 
large majority of the legal votes cast 
were against the charter. The investi. 
gations thus far show that the legal vote 
was about 10,878 against the charter and not 
more than 5,000 for it. 

If the facts set forth in these affidavits 
are not sufficient to set aside the pretended 
élection, which was really no election, then 
there is no hope for any honest elections. 
in this city in the future. 

MUNICIPAL ELECTIONS. 
Tt is not an iate occasion to ask 
ic attention to the subject of honest and 
fair elections. This is a Government of law, 
depending for its existence upon the respect

The law, therefore, is the collected will of 
the Nation or State.

We have had recently several practical il- 
lustrations of the ease with which elections 
can be dishonestly managed. In 1874, and 
again in 1875, we had what is known as the 
April town elections. The prize of these 
elections was the voting of $20,000 to 630, 
000 salaries to four officers for sixty days’ 
work in each of the three towns. Of the 
votes cast at these elections we do not sup- 
pose, nor does any one pretend, that more 
than one in five was legal. The aggregate 
vote at the April elections in 1874 in the three 
towns was nearly 23,000, and the vote on 
Friday last on the charter was about 22,000, 
The dishonest vote on Friday last was not so 
great as at the town elections, t was polled 
by nearly the same persons, At the town 
election the First and Second Wards polled 
about 2,000 votes, but at the charter election 
they polled 3,100 votes. The difference Was 
that the repeating and ballot-box stuffing in 
these two wards was greater on Friday than 
before by 1,000 to 1,200 votes. 

The illegal voting last Friday was confined 
to those wards where the Aldermen favored 
the adoption of the charter. It is no answer 
to say that there is an Election law. ‘That law 
was wholly disregarded. In the wards where 
the dishonest voting was practiced there were 
nq clerks of election, and no list of voters 
kept, and no judges sworn, and no one per 
mitted to be present when the ballots were 
counted or the figures agreed upon. The re- 
peaters, white and black, were ostentatiously 
carted about the city all day, and voted 
everywhere without objection. The polls in 
certain wards were handled and operated by 
the most distinguished gamblers and roughs 
of the city; and majorities for the charter 
were counted vp equal to the entire legal vote 
of the ward, not more than one-fourth of 
which was polled. 

Under the new charter, if it comes into 
force, all city elections in Chicago will be 
held in April, at which time there is to be no 
registry. We have had these three exhibi- 
tions of what may be done in certain. wards 
by unscrupulous men when they choose to 
corrupt the ballot-box. Under this new 
charter these corrupt, and dishonest, and 
scandalous elections will be the rule. There 
is not a dishonest man in the Council who 
cannot be re-elected by any majority he may 
desire; and no honest man who cannot be 
defeated whenever a gambler, thief, rough‘ 
blackmailer, or scoundrel may seek his place. 

Honest citizens, heretofore too busy to at- 
tend ordinary élections, win abstain alto- 
gether from voting. Of what use is it for a 
citizen to vote in the First, Second, and 
Twentieth Wards, or in the Seventh, Eighth, 
Ninth, or Eleventh Wards? There are no 
elections in these wards in the proper and 
legal meaning of the term election. They 
are mere places where returns are fabricated 
and forged, ‘where the ballots deposited 
do not figure in the official count, and where 
majorities are madetoorder. In those wards, 
200 hired scoundrels, pimps, ruffians, and 
gamblers can give from four to six thousand 
majority for the election of any ticket they 
may be hired to support. There are other 
wards where, under the protection of dis- 
honest Aldermen, the returns bear no rela- 
tion to the votes polléd, but are made to ac- 
complish whatever résult may be desired. 

Under these circumstances in Chicago, as 
in New York, Philadelphia, and other large 
cities, dishonest and corrupt persons get con- 
trol of the City Government, and by dishon- 
est and fraudulent elections perpetuate them- 
selves in office, robbing and plundering the 
general public, and destroying the fundamen- 
tel principles of popular government. If the 
illegal elections, such as we have had this 
spring, are to be the rule,—and the new char 
ter provides therefor by the removal of regis- 
tration and the giving of absolute power to 
the Council,—then of what use is it for a citi- 
zen to vote when that vote will not be 
counted, or if counted be overwhelmed by 
six or eight fraudulent tickets actually polled 
or returned as having been voted ?

It is therefore natural that the statesmen 
of Germany should be a little restless and un- 
easy under the effects of sudden greatness as a 
nouveau riche with his wealth. They seem to 
think they must prove their own independent 
nationality by interfering with the concerns 
of other nations In January, 1874, B- 
manok asked Earl Guax wN, the then Min- 
ister of Foreign Affairs for Great Britain, to 
join with him in remonstrating against the 
harboring of Jesuit and Ultramontane refu- 
gees in Belgium. The request was refused. 
Since then, Germany has demanded that 
Italy should tell whether or not she means tp 
support the anti-Papal policy of Germany. 
She has compelled Austria to give up a polit- 
ical fugitive, a Bavarian journalist who had 
ventured to crack a harmless joke at the 
Chancellor’s expense. She. has permitted a 
semi-official journal to plunge Europe into 
momentary consternation by declaring that 
war with France was inevitable and immi- 
nent. She is reported to be concentrating 
troops now upon the frontier of Holland. 
She is said to have sent a threatening note 
to Luxembourg. She has certainly sent two 
such notes to Belgium. Here is a catalogue 
of disastrous activity long enough to satisfy 
the most loyal Teuton and to disquiet every- 
body else. It has been left to Bismarck to 
discover that the highest ideal of a powerful 
nation is to keep its neighbors in a state of 
apprehension. 

The pending correspondence with Belgium 
is a somewhat sérious matter. The nominal 
reason is so slight, and Germany's persistence 
is so great, that it looks as if the omnipotent 
Chancellor has made up his mind that he 
must frighten somebody about something for 
the sake of keeping together and farther con- 
solidating New Germany.” 

The first note to Belgium, dated Feb, 8, 
made three complaints. The first was the 
conduct of cerfain Belgian Bishops who, in 
1872 and 1873, wrote pastoral letters 
urging German Catholics to resist Bis- 
mance’s scheme for the suppression of 
Papal influence. The second was Belgium's 
failure to properly prosecute and punish 
an artisan, Ducuresxz by name, who is al- 
leged to have plotted, in 1873, against Bu- 
Man's life. The third was the publication, 
last December, of an address by the Belgian 
Society of Pontifical Works, in which the 
Bishop of Paderborn, then under arrest, re- 
ceived copious assurances of sympathy. The 
Belgian Minister of Foreign Affairs replied at 
once. He showed that the Society of Pon- 
tifical Works had disclaimed the address at- 
tributed to it; that Ducuesxe had been fairly 
tried without eliciting a particle of proof 
against him farther than that he had babbled 
vague threats against the Chancellor when he 
was drunk; and that the Constitution of Bel- 
gium forbade any political interference with 
the utterances of the Bishops. The letter 
went on to say that Belgium was not pre- 
pared to curtail the legal and con- 
stitutional liberties _ of ber citizens 
“even for the gratification of the 
German Government.“ BNA second 
note, sent a few days ago, regrets that the

It appeare that the steamer Kyle, 
which was the first on fire, was cut loose 
from its moorings to save adjoining prop- 
erty. It drifted upon the Charies Bod- 
mann. The flames communicated rapid- 
ly to that steamer. Her hawsers also 
were cut, and the two boats together, a mass of 
fire, drifted upon the Exporter, a Cincinnati 
packet, which was at that time crowded with 
people who had come to witness the grand spec- 
tacle. Some person unknown, temporarily m- 
sane, it is charitable to presume, cut the con- 
nections of this steamer also; and in a moment 
she was in the middle of the stream, closely 
hugged by her blazing companions, and carrying 
with her a living freight much larger than would 
ordinarily be taken as passengers on a regular 
trip. Thus a large proportion of the lives lost 
must be charged to want of presence of mind, 
and to the cupidity of persons owning property 
endangered by the fire.

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A TERRIBLE COLLISION. 

Wasnutnoton, D. C., April 26.—A collision oo- 
curred on the Baltimore & Potomac Railroad this 
afternoon, near Eastern Brauch, between the 
4:53 train from this city and the New York train 
due here at 6:18 p. m. Hight or ten 
persons were severely injured, and both 
trains badly wrecked. The engineer on the 
northern-bound train did not stop sufficiently 
long on the switch near the mouth of the tunnel 
to allow the southern-bound train to pass, bat 
proceeded on his way, and met the latter train 
just around the curve coming at full speed, that 
train being entitled to the right of way.
